Tf the people had looked forward with high hopes to con 
structive legislative action at this session, they are doomed to 
disappointment. 

With adjournment scheduled for February 11, it is evident 
that nothing of any consequence is going to be done toward 
solving the state's economic problems. 

As in 1958 and 1959. the Democratic majority has shown ' 
far more interest in putting road blocks in the path of a Republi 
can governor than in taking constructive action to meet West 
Virginia’s needs. 

The current session has seen a new low in petty partisan 
maneuvering, and the failure can be laid at the doorstep of the 
Democratic majority which has exercised every trick in the book 
to scuttle the program advanced by Gov. Underwood. 

And in killing the Underwood program without advancing 
a program that would accomplish the same ends. Democrats in the 
1 Legislature have, in effect, turned their backs on West Virginia's 
problems. They have shown no real concern for the plight of the 
jobless worker, and less concern for the state’s future. 

The Underwood program was sound, simple and workable. It 
called for no new agencies, no red tape, no lengthy delays. It 
would have created some 4 : 000 jobs this year for those out of 
work, and at the same time it would have produced many public 
facilities that would have added immeasurably to the wealth of 
the state. Every county would have benefitted. 

The plain fact is, as legislative observers are quick to point 
out, the Democratic majority sabotaged the governor’s program 
for purely partisan reasons. They had no intention of permitting 
a Republican governor to gain any credit for solving West Vir 
ginia’s problems. 

Never in the state’s history, perhaps, has a legislative majority 
shown such wanton disregard for the public interest. 

As things stand now, the 64th Democratic Legislature Is 
under indictment in the public mind for irresponsible action, for 
negect of duty, for calloused unconcern for the man without a 
job, for blind partisan obstructionism, and for wilful disregard of 
the public welfare and the future of West Virginia.
